Tekoa, Watbinglon July 20 
To the readers of the I. J.: 

Having promised a number of 
my frii-nds to write them a descrip 
tion of this country, in order to save 
■tamps, wilt, provided provided Lin- 
coln county's stand-by will publish 
same, try and tell my readem some- 
thing of the State which Is named 
after the father of our country. 

As he was a noble man, ao is this 
a State, abounding in wealth derived 
from agriculture, atock raising, miner- 
als, timber, fruit growing nnd moat 
anything one could wish fur. Besides 
this. It has three of the growing cities 
of the United States, Tacoma, Spo- 
kane and Seattle. With navigable 
streams its lands are rapidly being 
laid with steel by varoluk railroads. 
Pesidea, the empire Intenirban ayatein 
extends out from Spokane for miles 
Into the surrounding country. Spo- 
kane la the rspidly growing clt> 
that 1 have ever been in. Its streeu 
sre crowded with prospectoif from 
all parts. l 

This year It is claimed, is the 
worst crop year this country has bad 
for years, but I cannot see that the 
farmers have any room to complain, 
while the spring wheat and oats are 
not to good, the fall wheat is One and 
will yield from 30 to 40 bushels an 
acre. * 

On the lUh I drove out from Tekod 
on the Couer d .Alene reservation 
While the Indiana have the heat of 
the 'and. It ia leased by tueir consetit 
by the government for the term of 
three to Ove years to white men. The 
thousands of acres of timber and faric 
Ing land that was alloted and thrown 
open for settlement Is now being rapid 
ly homeateaded for the fifteen hun- 
dred peoajg that drew lucky numl-err.
